restriction  on  the  purchase,  acceptance 
of  delivery  and  use  of  raisin  variety 

GRAPES 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  issued  De- 
cember 5, 1942,  and  to  insure  an  adequate 
supply  and  efficient  distribution  of  raisin 
variety  grapes  and  raisins  to  meet  war 
and  civilian  needs,  It  is  hereby  ordered, 
As  follows: 

§  1407.2  Restrictions  on  the  purchase, 
delivery  and  use  of  raisin  variety 
grapes — (a)  Definitions.  When  used  in 
this  order,  unless  otherwise  distinctly  ex- 
pressed or  manifestly  incompatible  with 
the  intenj  thereof: 

(1)  "Raisin  variety  grapes"  means 
Thompson  Seedless,  Muscat  and  Sultana 
grapes  grown  in  the  State  of  California; 

(2)  "Grower"  means  any  person  who 
grows  raisin  variety  grapes  for  commer- 
cial sale; 

(3)  "Receiver"  means  any  person  who 
purchases  or  accepts  delivery  of  raisin 
variety  grapes  from  a  grower; 

(4)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Pood  Distribution,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  or  any  employee  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture designated  by  such  Director; 

(5)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  corporation,  association,  or 
other  business  entity. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  shall 
purchase,  accept  delivery  of,  or  use  more 
than  100  pounds  of  raisin  variety  grapes 
harvested  or  picked  after  August  24, 1942, 
for  any  purpose  other  than  for  conver- 
sion into  raisins,  unless  such  grapes  have 
been  released,  in  accordance  with  para- 
graph (b)  (2),  because  of  unsuitability 
for  such  conversion  or  because  of  any 
other  reason  specified  in  paragraph  (b) 
(2) .  No  person  shall  sell  or  deliver 
raisin  variety  grapes  with  knowledge  or 
reason  to  believe  tl  at  they  are  to  be  used 
in  violation  of  this  order. 

(2)  Raisin  variety  grapes  may,  not- 
withstanding the  provisions  of  paragraph 
(b)  (1)  of  this  order,  be  delivered,  sold 


and  used  for  purposes  other  than  con- 
version into  raisins  if  a  grower  or  re- 
ceiver having  such  raisin  variety  grapes 
in  his  possession  or  control  shall  have 
made  application  on  Form  PD-626  to  a 
duly  authorized  representative  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  the  county 
where  such  grapes  are  grown  and  such 
representative  shall  have  determined  and 
certified  in  writing  on  Form  PD-627  that 
such  raisin  variety  grapes: 

(i)  Cannot,  because  of  quality  or  con- 
dition, be  converted  into  raisins; 

(ii)  Are  produced  in  areas  where,  or 
under  growing  conditions  in  which,  the 
necessary  drying  facilities  are  not  avail- 
able; 

(iii)  Are  produced  on  vines  which  have 
been  girdled;  or 

(iv)  Are  to  be  used  for  packing  or 
preserving  in  metal  or  glass  containers. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  Every 
grower,  receiver  and  any  other  person 
to  whom  this  order  applies  shall  main- 
tain for  not  less  than  two  years  accurate 
and  complete  records  concerning  inven- 
tories, purchases,  production  and  sales, 
and  shall  maintain  such  other  records 
for  such  periods  of  time  and  shall  exe- 
cute and  file  such  reports  and  submit 
such  information,  as  the  Director  may 
from  time  to  time  request  or  direct, 
within  such  time  as  he  may  prescribe. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
grower,  receiver  or  any  other  person  sub- 
ject to  this  order  shall,  upon  request, 
permit  inspections,  at  all  reasonable 
times,  of  his  stocks  of  raisin  variety 
grapes  and  premises  used  in  his  business, 
and  all  of  his  books,  records  and  ac- 
counts shall  upon  request  be  submitted 
to  audit  and  inspection  by  the  Director. 

(e)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition  in 
writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief  to  the 
Director,  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate  and  such  action 
shall  be  final. 


(f)  Violations.  Any  person  who  will- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  to  this  order  or  will- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concerning 
a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
Department  or  agency  of  the  United 
States  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  any  ma- 
terial subject  to  allocation  and  such 
further  action  may  be  taken  against  him 
as  the  Director  deems  appropriate,  in- 
cluding recommendations  for  prosecu- 
tion under  section  35a  of  the  Criminal 
Code  (18  U.  S.  C.  1940  ed.  80),  under 
paragraph  5  of  section  301  of  Title  III 
of  the  Second  War  Powers  Act,  and 
under  any  and  all  other  applicable  laws. 

(g)  Conservation  Order  M-205a  super- 
seded. This  order  supersedes  in  all  re- 
spects Conservation  Order  M-205a 1  of 
the  War  Production  Board  except  that 
as  to  violations  of  said  orde*  or  rights 
accrued,  liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  said  order  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective date  hereof  said  Conservation 
Order  shall  be  deemed  in  full  force  and 
effect  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any 
proper  suit,  action  or  other  proceeding 
with  respect  to  any  such  violation,  right 
or  liability.  Any  appeal  pending  under 
said  conservation  order  shall  be  con- 
sidered under  paragraph  (e)  hereof. 

(h)  Communications  to  Department  of 
Agriculture.  All  reports  required  to  be 
filed  hereunder  and  all  communications 
concerning  this  order  shall,  unless  other- 
wise directed,  be  addressed  to:  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C.  Ref:  FD-17. 

(i)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall  be 
effective  as  of  the  date  of  its  issuance.

grapes,  raisins,  and  zante  currants 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Execu- 
tive Order  No.  9280,  dated  December  5, 
1942,  and  Executive  Order  No.  9322,  dated 
March  26  1943,  as  amended  by  Execu- 
tive Order  No.  9334,  dated  April  19,  1943, 
and  in  order  to  assure  an  adequate  sup- 
ply and  efficient  distribution  of  raisin 
variety  grapes,  Zante  Currant  grapes, 
raisins,  and  Zante  Currants  to  meet  war 
and  essential  civilian  needs,  It  is  hereby 
ordered,  That  Pood  Distribution  Order 
No.  17  (8  F.R.  1706)  issued  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  January  30,  1943, 
relative  to  raisin  variety  grapes,  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  1407.2  Restrictions  relative  to  raisin 
variety  grapes,  Zante  Currant  grapes, 
raisins,  and  Zante  Currants,  respec- 
tively— (a)  Definitions.  When  used  in 
this  order,  unless  otherwise  distinctly  ex- 
pressed or  manifestly  incompatible  with 
the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "raisin  variety  grapes" 
means  Thompson  Seedless,  Muscat,  and 
Sultana  grapes,  grown  in  Fresno,  Kern, 
Kings,  Madera,  Merced,  Stanislaus,  San 
Joaquin,  or  Tulare  Counties  in  the  State 
of  California,  in  fresh  or  partially  dried 
form. 

(2)  The  term  "Zante  Currant  grapes" 
means  grapes  of  the  Zante  variety,  grown 
in  Fresno,  Kern,  Kings,  Madera,  Merced, 
Stanislaus,  San  Joaquin,  or  Tulare  Coun- 
ties in  the  State  of  California,  in  fresh 
or  partially  dried  form. 

(3)  The  term  "Zante  Currants"  means 
Zante  Currant  grapes  preserved  by  the 
removal  of  a  part  of  the  natural  mois- 
ture, and  includes  such  fruit  in  processed 
or  unprocessed  condition. 

(4)  The  term  "raisins"  means  raisin 
I  variety  grapes  preserved  by  the  removal 

of  a  part  of  the  natural  moisture,  and 
includes  such  fruit  in  the  processed  or 
unprocessed  condition. 

(5)  The  term  "processing"  means 
grading,  sizing,  stemming,  seeding,  or 
treating  raisins  or  Zante  Currants  by  the 
use  of  water,  steam,  chemicals,  or  com- 
pressed or  hot  air. 


(6)  The  term  "packer"  means  any  per- 
son engaged  in  the  business  of  processing 
and  packaging  raisins. 

(7)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  designated  by  such 
Director. 

(8)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  business  entity. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  may 
purchase,  accept  delivery  of,  or  use  more 
than  100  pounds  of  raisin  variety  grapes, 
produced  in  1943,  for  any  purpose  other 
than  for  conversion  into  raisins,  unless 
specifically  authorized  bv  the  Director. 

(2)  No  person  may  purchase,  accept 
delivery  of,  or  use  more  than  100  pounds 
of  Zante  Currant  grapes,  produced  in 
1943,  for  any  purpose  other  than  for  con- 
version into  Zante  Currants,  unless  spe- 
cifically authorized  by  the  Director. 

(3)  No  person  may,  unless  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Director,  purchase,  ac- 
cept delivery  of,  or  use  raisius  or  Zante 
Currants  for  conversion  into  brandy,  al- 
cohol, any  concentrate,  any  syrup,  or 
any  other  by-product. 

(4)  Each  person,  other  than  a  packer, 
shall,  without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, set  aside  on  June  1,  1943,  for  de- 
livery to  the  Food  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration or  any  person  designated  by  the 
Director  all  of  the  unprocessed  raisins, 
produced  prior  to  the  year  1943,  owned 
by  him  on  June  1,  1943,  or  under  con- 
tract to  him  on  June  1,  1943,  and  hold 
such  unprocessed  raisins  so  set  aside  for 
a  period  of  one  year  thereafter  unless, 
during  such  period,  said  unprocessed 
raisins  are  acquired  by  the  Food  Distri- 
bution Administration  or  a  person  desig- 
nated by  the  Director. 

(5)  Each  person,  other  than  a  packer, 
shall,  without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, set  aside  on  March  1,  1944,  for  de- 
livery to  the  Food  Distribution  Admin- 
istration or  any  person  designated  by 
the  Director  all  of  the  unprocessed 
raisins  produced  in  1943,  owned  by  him 
on  March  1,  1944,  or  under  contract  to 
him  on  March  1,  1944,  and  hold  such  un- 
processed raisins  so  set  aside  for  a  period 
of  one  year  thereafter  unless,  during 
such  period,  said  unprocessed  raisins  are 
acquired  by  the  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration or  a  person  designated  by 
the  Director. 


(6)  No  person  may  sell  or  deliver 
raisin  variety  grapes,  Zante  Currant 
grapes,  raisins,  or  Zante  Currants  with 
knowledge  or  reason  to  believe  that  such 
quantity,  or  any  portion  thereof,  thus 
sold  or  delivered  is  to  be  used  in  violation 
of  this  order. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain 
such  records  for  at  least  two  years  (or 
for  such  other  periods  of  time  as  the 
Director  may  designate ) ,  and  shall  exe- 
cute and  file  such  reports  upon  such 
forms  and  submit  such  information  as 
the  Director  may  from  time  to  time 
request  or  direct,  and  within  such  times 
as  he  may  prescribe,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget, 
pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942.  . 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  inspections  by  the  Di- 
rector, at  all  reasonable  times,  of  his 
stock  of  raisin  variety  grapes,  Zante 
Currant  grapes,  raisins,  or  Zante  Cur- 
rants, and  premises  used  in  his  business, 
and  all  of  his  books,  records,  and  ac- 
counts shall,  upon  request,  be  submitted 
to  audit  and  inspection  by  the  Director. 

(e)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  upon  him  may  peti- 
tion in  writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief 
to  the  Director,  setting  forth  all  perti- 
nent facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief 
sought.

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(g)  Communications  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed,  be  addressed  to 
the  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  Ref :  PD  17. 


(h)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
take  effect  at  12:01  a.  m.,  P.  w.  t.,  May  6, 
1943.  With  respect  to  any  violation  of 
said  Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  17  prior 
to  the  effective  time  of  this  amendment, 
said  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  17  shall 
be  deemed  to  continue  to  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining 


any  proper  suit,  action,  or  other  proceed- 
ing with  respect  to  any  such  violation.

Press  Release  Immediate: 
Tuesday,  May  4,  1943. 

The  1943  production  of  raisin-variety 
grapes  and  Zante  currant  grapes  in  8  Cal- 
ifornia counties  must  be  converted  into 
raisins  and  dried  currants,  unless  specif- 
ically exempted,  under  provisions  of  an 
amendment  to  Food  Distribution  Order 
17,  the  War  Food  Administration  said  to- 
day. Raisin-variety  grapes  affected  are 
Tompson  Seedless,  Muscat,  and  Sultana. 

Object  of  the  amendment  is  to  effect 
the  maximum  production  of  raisins  and 
currents  to  meet  increased  military,  civ- 
ilian and  Lend-Lease  requirements. 
These  requirements  necessitate  a  mini- 


mum production  of  about  314,000  tons  of 
raisins  compared  with  a  1942  output  of 
255,000  tons. 

As  amended,  the  order  applies  only  to 
the  8  California  counties  which  comprise 
the  "raisin  belt"  that  produces  about  95 
percent  of  the  Nation's  output.  The 
counties  are  Kern,  Kings,  Tulare,  Fresno, 
Merced,  Madera,  Stanislaus,  and  San 
Joaquin.  The  original  order  included 
all  California  counties,  with  exemption 
provisions  where  conditions  made  raisin 
production  impracticable. 

Specific  authorization  by  the  Director 
of  Food  Distribution  is  required  before 
more  than  100  pounds  of  these  grapes 


may  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than 
for  drying.  Similar  authorization  is  re- 
quired before  these  raisins  and  Zante 
currants  can  be  converted  into  by- 
products. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  on 
June  1,  1943,  each  person  other  than  a 
packer  possessing  unprocessed  raisins 
produced  in  the  8  counties  prior  to  1943 
must  set  them  aside  for  delivery  to  the 
Food  Distribution  Administration,  and 
each  such  person  on  March  1,  1944,  must 
set  aside  all  1943  crop  unprocessed  raisins 
in  his  possession.  The  raisins  must  be 
held  for  one  year  unless  acquired  during 
that  period  by  the  FDA,  or  any  person 
designated  by  the  Director.

raisin  variety  grapes,  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  is,  further  amended  as  follows: 

1.  By  inserting  after  §  1407.2  (a)  (8) 
the  following  additional  provisions: 

(9)  The  term  "producer"  means  any 
person  engaged  in  the  production  of 
raisin  variety  grapes  or  Zante  Currant 
grapes;  and  such  term  includes,  but  is 


not  limited  to,  any  owner  of  such  grapes 
at  the  time  of  the  harvesting  or  picking 
of  such  grapes. 

(10)  The  term  "dehydrator"  means 
any  person  engaged  in  the  business  of 
drying  raisin  variety  grapes  or  Zante 
Currant  grapes  by  the  use  of  artificial 
heat  or  by  sun  drying. 

2.  By  deleting  the  provisions  in 
§  1407.2  (b)  (1)  and  inserting,  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  following: 

No  producer  may  sell  or  deliver  raisin 
variety  grapes  or  Zante  Currant  grapes, 
produced  in  1943,  except  (i)  to  the  Food 
Distribution  Administration  (including, 
but  not  being  limited  to,  the  Federal 
Surplus  Commodities  Corporation)  or 
(ii)  to  any  person  designated  by  the  Di- 
rector or  (iii)  to  a  dehydrator  for  the 
purpose  of  converting  such  grapes  into 
raisins  or  Zante  Currants.  No  producer 
may,  unless  specifically  authoried  by  the 
Director,  use  more  than  100  pounds  of 
raisin  variety  grapes  or  Zante  Currant 
grapes  for  any  purpose  other  than  for 
conversion  into  raisins. 


3.  By  deleting  the  provisions  in 
§  1407.2  (b)  (2)  and  inserting,  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  following: 

(2)  No  person  may  purchase  or  ac- 
cept delivery  of  raisin  variety  grapes  or 
Zante  Currant  grapes,  produced  in  1943, 
for  any  purpose  other  than  for  conver- 
sion into  raisins  or  Zante  Currants,  un- 
less specifically  authorized  by  the  Direc- 
tor. 

The  provisions  hereof  shall  become 
effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.,  June  26, 
1943.  With  respect  to  any  violation  of 
said  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  17,  as 
amended,  prior  to  the  effective  time  of 
this  amendment,  said  Food  Distribution 
Order  No.  17,  as  heretofore'  amended, 
shall  be  deemed  to  continue  to  be  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  sus- 
taining any  proper  suit,  action,  or  other 
proceeding  with  respect  to  any  such 
violation.

Press  Release  Immediate: 
Saturday,  June  26,  1943 

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
tightened  the  restrictions  governing  the 
production  of  raisins  from  raisin-variety 
grapes  and  Zante  currants  in  the  8  prin- 
cipal raisin  producing  counties  in  Cali- 
fornia. These  counties  are:  Fresno, 
Kern,  Kings,  Madera,  Merced,  Stanis- 
laus, San  Joaquin,  and  Tulare. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  amendment 
to  Food  Distribution  Order  17,  producers 
are  prohibited  from  selling  Thompson 


Seedless,  Muscat,  Sultana  or  Zante  cur- 
rant grapes  produced  in  1943  except  to 
(1)  the  Food  Distribution  Administra- 
tion, (2)  any  person  designated  by  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  or  (3)  to 
a  dehydrator  or  dry  yard  operator  for 
the  purpose  of  conversion  into  raisins  or 
dried  Zante  currants.  The  term  "pro- 
ducer" is  defined  as  any  person  engaged 
in  the  production  of  such  grapes,  in- 
cluding the  owner  at  the  time  of  harvest- 
ing or  picking. 

The  order  previously  did  not  impose 
restrictions  on  producers'  sales,  but  pro- 


vided that  no  person  could  purchase  or 
use  more  than  100  pounds  of  these  grapes 
for  any  purpose  other  than  drying.  To- 
day's amendment  provides  that  no  per- 
son may  purchase  or  accept  delivery  of 
any  quantity  of  such  grapes  except  for 
conversion  into  raisins  or  dried  Zante 
currants. 

Purpose  of  the  amendment  is  to  pre- 
vent the  diversion  of  even  small  quanti- 
ties of  such  grapes  to  other  than  drying 
channels.  Maximum  production  of  dried 
fruits,  particularly  raisins,  is  needed  this 
year  in  order  to  meet  military  ard  civil- 
ian requirements.

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Execu- 
tive Order  No.  9280,  dated  December  5, 
1942,  and  Executive  Order  No.  9322,  dated 
March  26,  1943,  as  amended  by  Executive 
Order  No.  9334,  dated  April  19,  1943,  and 
in  order  to  assure  an  adequate  supply 
and  efficient  distribution  of  raisin  va- 
riety grapes,  Zante  currant  grapes,  rais- 
ins, and  Zante  currants  to  meet  war 
and  essential  civilian  needs;  It  is  hereby 
ordered,  That  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  17,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture on  January  30,  1943,  as  amended 
(8  P.R.  5793),  §  1407.2  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  is,  further  amended  as  follows: 

1.  By  adding  to  (b)  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing : 


(7)  No  dehydrator  shall  convert  any 
raisin  variety  grapes  into  raisins  by  any 
method  other  than  sun  drying  unless 
specifically  authorized  by  the  Director. 

2.  By  deleting  the  provisions  of  (e) 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

(e)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  upon  him,  may  file  a 
petition  for  relief  with  the  Regional  Di- 
rector, Pood  Distribution  Administration, 
War  Food  Administration,  821  Market 
Street,  San  Francisco  3,  California.  Pe- 
titions for  such  relief  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  If  such 
person  is  dissatisfied  with  the  action 
taken  on  the  petition  by  the  Regional  Di- 
rector, he  may,  by  requesting  the  Re- 


gional Director  therefor,  secure  a  review 
of  such  action  by  the  Director.  The  Di- 
rector may,  after  such  review,  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  and 
such  action  shall  be  final. 

3.  By  deleting  the  provisions  of  (g)  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

(g)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Regional  Director, 
Food  Distribution  Administration,  War 
Food  Administration,  821  Market  Street, 
San  Francisco  3,  California,  Ref :  FD  17.

August  31,  1943. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  di- 
rected that  California  raisin-variety 
grapes  must  be  sun-dried  rather  than 
dehydrated  by  the  use  of  artificial  heat, 
unless  specifically  authorized  by  the  Di- 
rector of  Food  Distribution,  in  order  to 
free  dehydration  facilities  for  use  in  proc- 
essing those  grapes  which  cannot  be 
sun-dried. 


The  action,  taken  in  an  amendment  to 
Food  Distribution  Order  17  effective  Sep- 
tember 2,  is  necessary  to  insure  efficient 
use  of  dehydrator  capacity  and  obtain 
the  maximum  raisin  production  required 
this  year.  Dehydration  plants  may  con- 
tract to  dehydrate  raisin-variety  grapes 
only  after  specific  authorization  by  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution. 

Another  provision  in  the  amendment 
places  the  administration  of  the  order 
under  the  Regional  Director  of  the  Food 


Distribution  Administration  at  San 
Francisco,  Calif.,  to  facilitate  procedure. 

The  order  requires  all  raisin-variety 
grapes  (Thompson  Seedless,  Muscat  and 
Sultana)  and  Zante  Currant  grapes  in  8 
California  counties  to  be  converted  into 
raisins  and  dried  currants.  The  coun- 
ties are  Kern,  Kings,  Tulare,  Fresno, 
Merced,  Madera,  Stanislaus,  and  San 
Joaquin.  Purpose  of  the  order  is  to 
effect  maximum  production  of  raisins 
and  currants  to  meet  heavy  military  and 
civilian  requirements. 
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raisin  variety  grapes,  zante  currant 
grapes,  raisins,  and  zante  currants 

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  17,  issued 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  Jan- 
uary 30,  1943,  as  amended  (8  F.R.  1706, 
5793,  8795,  and  12042) ,  is  further  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows: 

§  1407.2  Restrictions  relative  to  rai- 
sin variety  grapes,  Zante  Currant  grapes, 
raisins,  and  Zante  Currants — (a)  Defi- 
nitions. When  used  in  this  order,  unless 
otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or  mani- 
festly incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  business  entity. 

(2)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration. 

(3)  The  term  "raisin  variety  grapes" 
means  Thompson  Seedless,  Muscat,  and 
Sultana  grapes,  grown  in  Fresno,  Kern, 
Kings,  Madera,  Merced,  Stanislaus,  San 
Joaquin,  or  Tulare  Counties  in  the  State 
of  California,  in  the  fresh  or  partially 
dried  form. 

(4)  The  term  "Zante  Currant  grapes" 
means  grapes  of  the  Zante  variety,  grown 
in  Fresno,  Kern,  Kings,  Madera,  Merced, 
Stanislaus,  San  Joaquin,  or  Tulare 
Counties  in  the  State  of  California,  in 
the  fresh  or  partially  dried  form. 

(5)  The  term  "raisins"  means  raisin 
variety  grapes  preserved  by  the  removal 
of  a  part  of  the  natural  moisture,  and 
includes  such  fruit  in  the  processed  or 
unprocessed  condition. 

(6)  The  term  "Zante  Currants"  means 
Zante  Currant  grapes  preserved  by  the 
removal  of  a  part  of  the  natural  mois- 
ture, and  includes  such  fruit  in  the 
processed  or  unprocessed  condition. 

(7)  The  term  "processing"  means 
grading,  sizing,  stemming,  seeding,  or 
treating  raisins  or  Zante  Currants  by  the 
use  of  water,  steam,  chemicals,  or  com- 
pressed or  hot  air. 

(8)  The  term  "producer"  means  any 
person  engaged  in  the  production  of 
raisin  variety  grapes  or  Zante  Currant 
grapes;  and  such  term  includes,  but  is 
not  limited  to,  any  owner  of  such  grapes 
at  the  time  of  the  harvesting  or  picking 
of  such  grapes. 

(9)  The  term  "packer"  means  any 
person  engaged  in  the  business  of  proc- 


essing and  packaging  raisins  or  Zante 
Currants. 

(10)  The  term  "dehydrator"  means 
any  person  engaged  in  the  business  of 
drying  raisin  variety  grapes  or  Zante 
Currant  grapes  by  the  usp  of  artificial 
heat  or  by  sun  drying. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  producer 
may  sell  or  deliver  any  raisin  variety 
grapes  or  any  Zante  Currant  grapes, 
produced  in  1943,  except  to  <i)  the  Office 
of  Distribution  (including,  but  not  be- 
ing limited  to,  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation,  or  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation),  or  (ii)  any  person 
designated  by  the  Director,  or  (hi)  any 
dehydrator  for  the  purpose  of  convert- 
ing such  grapes  into  raisins  or  Zante 
Currants.  No  producer  may,  unless  spe- 
cifically authorized  by  the  Director,  use 
more  than  100  pounds  of  raisin  variety 
grapes  or  Zante  Currant  grapes  for  any 
purpose  other  than  for  conversion  into 
raisins  or  Zante  Currants. 

(2)  No  person  may,  unless  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Director,  purchase  or 
accept  delivery  of  any  raisin  variety 
grapes  or  any  Zante  Currant  grapes,  pro- 
duced in  1943,  for  any  purpose  other 
than  for  conversion  into  raisins  or  Zante 
Currants. 

(3)  No  person  may,  unless  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Director,  purchase, 
accept  delivery  of,  or  use  any  raisins 
or  any  Zante  Currants,  produced  in  1943, 
for  conversion  into  alcohol,  brandy,  wine, 
any  other  beverage  (whether  alcoholic  or 
not) ,  any  concentrate,  any  syrup,  or  any 
other  product  or  by-product. 

(4)  No  person  may  sell  any  raisins  or 
any  Zante  Currants,  produced  in  1943, 
for  conversion  into  alcohol,  brandy, 
wine,  any  other  beverage  (whether  al- 
coholic or  not),  any  concentrate,  any 
syrup,  or  any  other  product  or  by-prod- 
uct except  to  (i)  the  Office  of  Distribu- 
tion (including,  but  not  being  limited 
to,  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities 
Corporation,  or  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation) ,' or  (ii)  any  person  desig- 
nated by  the  Director. 

(5)  Each  person,  other  than  a  packer, 
shall,  without  regard  to  existing  con- 
tracts, set  aside  on  March  1,  1944,  for 
delivery  to  the  Office  of  Distribution,  or 
any  person  designated  by  the  Director, 
all  of  the  unprocessed  raisins  produced 
in  1943,  owned  by  him  on  March  1,  1944, 
or  under  contract  to  him  on  March  1, 
1944,  and  hold  such  unprocessed  raisins 
so  set  aside  for  a  period  of  one  year 


thereafter  unless,  during  such  period, 
said  unprocessed  raisins  are  acquired 
by  the  Office  of  Distribution  or  a  person 
designated  by  the  Director. 

(6)  No  person  may  sell  or  deliver  any 
raisin  variety  grapes,  any  Zante  Currant 
grapes,  any  raisins,  or  any  Zante  Cur- 
rants with  knowledge  or  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  such  quantity,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  thus  sold  or  delivered  is  to  be 
used  in  violation  of  this  order. 

(7)  No  dehydrator  shall  convert  any 
raisin  variety  "rapes  into  raisins  by  any 
method  other  than  sun  drying,  unless 
specifically  authorized  by  the  Director. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  in- 
formation and  require  such  reports  and 
the  keeping  of  such  records  by  any  per- 
son, as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate 
in  the  Director's  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

\2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate), maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  raisin  variety  grapes, 
Zante  Currant  grapes,  raisins,  and  Zante 
Currants. 

(3)  The  record-keeping  requirements 
of  this  order  have  been  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.  Subse- 
quent record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements will  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
raisin  variety  grapes,  Zante  Currant 
grapes,  raisins,  and  Zante  Currants  of 
any  person,  and  to  make  such  investiga- 
tions, as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate, 
in  his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or 
administration  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(e)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unreason- 
able hardship  upon  him,  may  file  a  peti- 
tion for  relief  with  the  Regional  Director, 
Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration, 821  Market  Street,  San  Francisco 
3,  California.  Petitions  for  such  relief 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  set  forth 
all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature  of  the 
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relief  sought.  If  such  person  is  dissatis- 
fied with  the  action  taken  on  the  petition 
by  the  Regional  Director,  he  may,  by 
requesting  the  Regional  Director  there- 
for, secure  a  review  of  such  action  by  the 
Director.  The  Director  may,  after  such 
review,  take  such  action  as  he  deems  ap- 
propriate, and  such  action  shall  be  final. 

(f)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator may,  by  suspension  order,  pro- 
hibit any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  raisin 
variety  grapes,  or  Zante  Currant  grapes, 
or  raisins,  or  Zante  Currants,  or  any  other 
material  subject  to  priority  or  allocation 
control  by  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
and  may  recommend  that  any  such  per- 
son be  prohibited  from  receiving,  making 
any  deliveries  of,  or  using  materials  sub- 
ject to  priority  or  allocation  control  of 
other  governmental  agencies.  In  addi- 
tion, any  person  who  wilfully  violates  any 


provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime 
and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all 
applicable  laws.  Further,  civil  action 
may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vio- 
lation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(g>  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Regional  Director, 
Office  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, 821  Market  Street,  San  Fran- 
cisco 3,  California,  Ref :  FDO  17. 

(h)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 


(i>  Effective  date.  This  order  shall  be- 
come effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  p.  w.  t.,  on 
the  4th  day  of  March  1944. 

With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 
17,  as  amended,  prior  to  the  effective  time 
of  this  amendment  said  Food  Distribu- 
tion Order  No.  17,  as  amended,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for 
the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  with  re- 
spect to  any  such  violation,  right,  liabil- 
ity, or  appeal.

War  Food  Administration, 

Summary  to  FDO  17  Amendment  No.  4. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
placed  further  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
1943  crop  raisins  and  Zante  Currants  by 
prohibiting  their  sale  (except  to  or  as 
directed  by  WFA)  for  conversion  into 
alcohol,  brandy,  wine,  or  any  other  bev- 


erage, as  well  as  any  concentrate,  any 
syrup,  or  any  other  product  or  by- 
product. 

The  new  restrictions,  covering  all 
grades  and  qualities  of  raisins  and  cur- 
rants (including  stems,  blows,  and  sweep- 
ings ) ,  are  contained  in  an  amendment 
to  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  17,  which 
is  effective  March  4,  1944. 


The  amendment  is  a  general  revision 
of  the  order  and  contains  all  its  former 
provisions  except  that  one  which  re- 
quired packers  to  set  aside  unprocessed 
raisins  produced  prior  to  1943  and  owned 
by  them  on  June  1,  1943.  Raisins  pro- 
duced prior  to  1943  now  are  out  of 
producers'  hands,  and  the  provision  no 
longer  is  needed.
